At the request of President Weaver4the 
Town Council held a special session on 
Wednesday evening, Nov. 17. 
The fol 
lowing members were present: Weikert, 
Feiser, Weaver, Noel. 


President Weaver presided and said 
that the object of having the meeting was 
to give a hearing to W. /V. Diehl relative 
to making a ience around the lot on which 
the pumping station is located, and along 
and over the South side of roadway from 
the pumping station to the Kohler Mill 
Road, 
Mr. Diehl, who was present, said 
as the Borough had, in 18t)6, put up a 
fence around the pumping station lot and 
along the South side of the roadway from 
the lot to the Kohler mill road, it had by 
that act assumed the responsibility of 
keeping up the entire leneth of fence 
thereafter; fend especially as Mr. A. S. 
Himes had agreed to, and did have a 
fence made on the North side of said road­ 
way. 
There was no difference of opinion 
as to which side Mr. Himes had his fence 
made, and the fide on which the Borough 
had its fence made. 


M. D. Feiser and J. A. Noel hold and 
expressed the opinion that although the 
Borough had bought the material for the 
fence and had paid for the labor of 
construction in 1896, yet as there is no 
agreement on record between Mr. Himes 
and the Borough of New Oxford as to the 
keeping up of the fence, the law would 
not require the Borough^to maintain and 
keep in repair a fence along the whole 
South side of the roadway, but that the 
Cemetery Board and W. A. Diehl (to 
whom the Cemetery Board had sold a 
part of the land purchased from the A. S. 
Himes estate) could lawfully demand that 
the Borough make and maintain half of 
the fence on the North side. 
No action. 
The Council decided to refer the matter to 
the Borough Attorney. 


An order for $350.77 for Borough’s part 
of material iufnished and labor paid for 
well, was granted.

TAX COLLECTOR 
SLAIN AND BORIED 


Life Prisoner Is Legally Dead. 


A man serving 
an 
indeterminate 
sentence in prison is civilly dead, and 
his wife may remarry without divorce 
or annulment proceedings, accordinc 
to an opinion handed down by Su­ 
preme Court Justice Maddox in Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y. 


Judge Maddox issued a writ of man­ 
damus directing the marriage license 
bureau to grant a license to Mrs. 
Mary Gargan, a school teacher. 
Her 
husband was sent to Sing Sing for 
second degree murder with a maxi­ 
mum sentence of life. She now will 
marry William Weisheimer. 


The court ruled that even though 
Gargan 
were 
pardoned his marital 
rights would not be restored. 


Mrs. ' Gargan told Justice Maddox 
that her husband had killed her father 
and also hia own brother during a 
quarrel, and that since he had been 
sentenced to serve from twenty years 
to life she did not feel that she should 
remain without the care of a husband. 
She felt that he was legally dead. 


Sues Dentist for Illness. 


Declaring that he has been physi­ 
cally ruined through the carelessness 
of a dentist in fixing a cap to a tooth, 
Alfred Marsden, of Jersey City, ap­ 
peared in the United States court in 
Scranton, Pa., to press his claim for 
$10,000 damages against Dr. Robert F. 
Taylor, of Scranton. 


Marsden maintains that his spine, 
nervous system, sight 
and 
general 
health have been affected in conse­ 
quence of the dentist’s treatment. 


Marsden was passing through Scran­ 
ton two years ago, and was seized with 
toothache enroute. He says he got off 
the train and went to Dr. Taylor’s 
oflice, a half block from the station. 
He alleges that the doctor inserted a 
pin to keep the cap in place and that 
the pin worked downward in.o the 
jaw. Ulceration developed, which af- 
fected the patient's nervous system. 
The 
nervous strain has injury; 
hi3 
spine and his sight has becoi'ne de­ 
fective. 


Negro Killed Assaulting Woman. 
A mob tried desperately to ¡secure 
possession of the body 
James Da­ 
vis, a negro, thirty-five years old, in 
order to burn it. 


Davis had been shot and instantly 
killed by a white man and a negro for 
an attempted attack up on Mrs. Alice 
Hilton, a negrese, at Price's Corner, 
five miles from Wilmington, Del. 


Isaiah Hilton, husband of Mrs. Hil­ 
ton, and Ellsworth Longland, a white 
man, a contractor, both of whom shot 
Davis after 
they responded to Mrs. 
Hilton's cries for help, as the negro 
tried to overpower her in her home, 
were arrested, but later released, 


Longland declares he saw Davis en­ 
ter Mrs. Iliiton's home after breaking 
in tlie door. 
Before Longland could 
reach the house 
Mrs. Hilton’s ten- 
year-old son, in an effort to protect his 
mo her, planted 
himself in the ne­ 
gro’s way. He was knocked down with 
the butt of Davis' pistol. 


The contractor reached the woman 
just as the negro began choking her. 
Longland drew his revolver and fired 
at Davis, who fell to the floor, prob­ 
ably mortally wounded. 


Hilton, who had been escorting two 
women to a car, rushed into the house, 
attracted by his wi;o’s screams. As he 
saw Davis collapse, lie whipped out his 
revolver and sent a bullet into the 
body of tho already dying man.

VICTIM MISSING TWO WEEKS 


Was Found Burled in Lonely Woods 


After Slayers Accompanied Author­ 
ities to the Spot.

His 
head had been beaten until his fea­ 
tures were almost unrecognizable and 
his 
arms 
ana 
body were cut and 
bruised. 


The body which had been buried 
by the murderers, lay in a shallow 
grave, where it had rested since the 
night of Novmber 7, when Pinkerton 
had been slain. 
On top of it was a 
bloody blackjack which had been used 
to beat Pinkerton to death in. a stable 
on the “Brick House Farms” of G 
Searing Wilson, at Glen Mills, twelve 
miles away. 
Pinkerton was superin­ 
tendent of four farms belonging to 
Wilson. 


District Attorney Hannum, of Dela­ 
ware county, and O’Toole, a detective 
were led to the place where the body 
had been hid by the confessed mur­ 
derers. 
They are Roland S. Penning­ 
ton, a twenty-year-old farm hand on 
the Wilson place and George H. March 
thirty-two years old, employed by Wil­ 
son as a dairyman. 
Both are now 
confined in the Media jail. 


The arrest of Pennington and March 
occurred after the former had con­ 
fessed and implicated March. At first 
the latter denied the crime, but when 
he was confronted by the mutilated 
body at the grave, broke down and 
admitted the murder. 


After the 
District 
Attorney 
and 
O’Toole had wormed the narrative of 
the 
murder 
out of Pennington, he 
agreed to lead the men to tho body. 
Both Pennington and March had been 
“sweated" in the stable where the 
murder had 
taken 
place, and from 
there tho four, in a motor car, started 
on their ghastly search. 


Pennington did the directing, and 
the party started to follow the route 
traversed by Pennington and March 
with the body on the night of the 
murder.

Friday evening the light was 
at about the same place as the previous 
evening, and the boy drove to the same 
side, and the consequence-was, the horse 
attached to the covered wagon, plunged 
into the part of the ditch that dad been 
opened on Friday, and sank in a twisted 
position to about half the depth of the op­ 
ening, and was so tightly wedged there 
that he could not make a movement. 
Men fell to work with a will to increase 
the width of the ditch, and labored for 
over an hour, but their efforts were in 
vain, as the animal died there, 
Mr. Long 
will ask for the value of his animal, and 
is a question among, who will pay the 
damage. 
According to the say, there was 
but one lantern burning, which in itself, 
was not a proper warning of the danger.

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HANKSGIVING DAY 
haB 
a long 
and curious history and did not 
originate 
entirely 
with 
the 
Pil­ 
grims at Plymouth, for Thanksgiv­ 
ing days are mentioned in the Bi­ 
ble—days 
set 
apart 
for 
giving 
thanks to God 
for Bome special 
mercy. 
These days of fast and 
prayer were customary in England 
before the Reformation, and later 
the Protestants appointed certain days of praise 
and thanks for various blessings. 
The discov­ 
ery of the Gunpowder Plot in 1G05 in London 
brought the common sentiment of Thanksgiving. 
A scheme had been formed to blow up parlia- 
ment house on the 5th of November, the first 
day of the session. 
Great quantities of gunpow­ 
der and inflammable material were found con­ 
cealed in the vaults underneath the building. The 
plot was discovered and the traitors were exe­ 
cuted. 
In consequence of this deliverance the 
day was ordered to be kept as “a public thanks­ 
giving to Almighty God” every year that “un­ 
feigned thankfulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may yield praises to God’s 
divine luajesty for the same.” All ministers were 
ordered to say prepers thereon, for which special 
forms were provided. 
This annual thanksgiving, 
together with one established later on May 29, 
was abolished in 1833 in England, for both had 
fallen into disuse. For several years afterwards, 
however, these days were recognized in New 
England by the Episcopal church on account ,of 
its place in their church calendars. 
England 
continued to have special days appointed for giv­ 
ing thanks, and as recently as 1872 there was a 
day selected for the public to offer prayers of 
thanksgiving for the recovery of the late King 
Edward, then prince of 
Wales, 
from 
typhoid 
fever. 


The first thanksgiving on the American conti­ 
nent was held by an English minister named 
Wolfall, and was celebrated off the coast of New­ 
foundland. 
This pious man accompanied the 
Frobisher expedition which brought the first Eng­ 
lish colony to North America. 
The log of the 
«hip gives the record of the day's observances 
and tells how on Monday, May 28, 1578, aboard 
the Ayde, the men received communion, and how 
Minister Wolfall in a S*ermon gave humble and 
hearty thanks to God for his miraculous deliver­ 
ance in these dangerous places. 
This was the 
first Christian sermon preached In North Ameri­ 
can waters. 
Again in 1607 there was a similar 
service held at Sagadahoc—a little village on 
the coast of Maine. 
There is little record of 
this thanksgiving except that it consumed only 
a few hours of the day, after which the people 
returned to their labors. 


The great American Thanksgiving day had its 
origin in the Massachusetts colony in 1621, and 
Gov. William Bradford, the first governor of that 
little band of sturdy pilgrims, sent out the first 
Thanksgiving proclamation, setting apart a day 
for prayer and rejoicing over the plenteous har­ 
vest of that year. The Englishmen recalled their 
Guy Fawkes thanksgiving, and the Dutch remem­ 
bered hearing their ancestors speak of the great 
day of praise and prayer held at Leyden, Hol­ 
land, in 1578, when that city was delivered from 
a siege. 
So, the entire colony began their pious 
preparation for what proved to be the gayest 
Thanksgiving the colony ever knew, for after 
the first one, which lasted several days, the 
Puritan Thanksgiving meant long sermons, long 
prayers and long faces. 
Governor Bradford de­ 
termined that the initial Thanksgiving should be 
celebrated with no little ceremony and that 
feasting should play a part in the occasion. His­ 
tory tells us that he sent out four men, who 
were to search for game for the feast 
Many 
fowls were shot—in fact, enough to meet Uie 
wants of the colony for a week 
Wild turkeys 
predominated, so it seems that the turkey made 
its appearance early in the history of Thanks­ 
giving. 
The day selected was December 13 (old 
style). AI the dawn of that day a small cannon % 
was fired from the hill and a procession was 
formed near the 
beach, 
close 
to 
where 
the 
Plymouth Rock now rests. Elder Brewster, wear­ 
ing his ministerial garb and carrying the Bible, 
led the procession as it moved solemnly along 
the street. 
The men walked three abreast, with 
Governor Bradford in the rear. 
There was a 
long service in the meeting house, and after jt 
was over there was a dinner—and such a din­ 
ner had never been known in the colony, for, 
apart from tjie savory turkey and other wild 
fowl, the women had done their share In pro­ 
d d in g good things from the limited supply at 
their command. 
The most dramatic incident oc­ 
curred when the dinner was in progress, for as 
If by magic 90 friendly red men, under King 
Jlassasoit, appeared,, carrying haunches of veni* 
eon as an addition to the feast. 
Thanksgiving 
day soon lengthened Into days, for the psalm- 
singing and 
feasting, 
interspersed 
with 
war 
dances, were continued ¿several days. 


After that Thanksgiving days took on a differ­ 
ent aspect, and occurred at any season; some- 
limes twice 4 year, or sometimes a year or two 


etimo?-' 


In 1789 congres» 


were skipped, Just as it 
pleased the governor o l 
the 
colony, 
until 
1664, 
when the day became a 
formal one in Massachu-, 
setts. 
Other colonies fol­ 
lowed the example, and 
pretty soon all New Eng­ 
land 
joined 
in 
giving 
thanks on the same day. 


During the Revolution­ 
ary 
war 
Thanksgiving 
days 
became a fashion, 
and the continental con­ 
gress set apart at least 
eight 
days 
during 
one 
year 
for 
that 
purpose. 


On 
December 
18, 1777, 


General 
Washington 
Is­ 
sued a proclamation for a 
general Thanksgiving to 
be celebrated by the sol­ 
diers of the Continental army, 
decided to ask the president to Issue a proclama­ 
tion asking the people to suspend wrork and give 
thanks on a certain day of the* year. 
There had 
been considerable opposition to the passage of 
the bill, some of the reasons given being more 
humorous than serious. 
President Washington 
acquiesced in the wishes of congress and issued 
a proclamation appointing November 26 of that 
year as the day for the American people to join 
in thanksgiving to God for the care and pro­ 
tection he had given them In their plentiful 
harvest and freedom from epidemics. 


From time 
to 
time 
our presidents 
Issued 
proclamations, but it was generally left to the 
governors of the states to determine on what 
day it should occur. Under the administration of 
John Adams two national fast days were ob­ 
served, but no real Thanksgiving. 
It was not 
until 1815, after three national fasts on account 
of the war, that another national Thanksgiving 
was appointed by the president, James Madison. 
This was due to i/eace with Great Britain. After 
this there was another lull in proclamations as 
far as presidents were concerned until 1849, when 
President Taylor set a day of fast on August the 
third on account of the cholera. 
Meanwhile the 
national Thanksgiving day seemed to be dying 
out, except in the New England states. 
Then 
came the Civil war, and the nation was again 
summoned to fasting, and two such days were 
kept in 1861—January 4 and September 26—but 
it was not until 1863 that *the horizon had so 
brightened as to warrant the appointment of a 
national Thanksgiving. 
Immediately after the 
Battle of Gettysburg Mrs. Sarah J. Hale, a Boston 
woman, wrote,to President Lincoln suggesting a 
national thanksgiving, and following her advice, 
the president set apart Thursday, August 6, as 
a day of ‘‘praise an*i prayer.” 
On November 26 
of the same year another Thanksgiving was kept, 
and this was really a great festival and observed 
in every northern stato. 
In 1864 the 24th of 
November was kept. 
After this, with one ex­ 
ception, our great national day of thanks has 
been celebrated on the last Thursday in No­ 
vember. 


The presidential proclamations contain very 
little that^is new or original and usually take the 
form of an essay. 
In 1898, after the Spanish- 
American war, President McKinley had a chance 
to vary the conventional form by “giving special 
thanks for the restoration of peace.” 
This was 
just 100 years after Washington's proclamation. 
President Roosevelt, who always 
did 
original 
things, declared “that a Thanksgiving proclama­ 
tion could not bo made a brilliant epigrammati- 
cal paper.*' 
The proclamation of the president 
stamps the feast with a sort of official character 
—something possessed by no other holiday. This 
proclamation does not make it a legal holiday— 
it merely recommends that the people suspend 
business for the day, 
A special statute in each 
state is required to make the day a legal holi­ 
day, and this has not been enacted in every 
state. 


The day was originally set apart for thanksgiv­ 
ing, fasting, prayer and religious devotions, but 
the modern Thanksgiving has become a day of 
feasting and jollity, and is made the occasion 
of all sorts of sports and festivities. 
The craze 
for outdoor life keeps many from the churches, 
although the places of worship continue to bo 
filled with “a goodly company,” who gather to 
give thanks to him “from whom cometh every 
good and every perfect gift.” 


The turkey is still king of the Thanksgiving 
feast and aB an addition the good things of the 
field and vineyard have been added. 
The famous 
pigeon pie, which was a popular Thanksgiving 
dish In the early part of the nineteenth century, 
is rarely seen in these days. 
The wild pigeons, 
which alighted in great numbers on the buck­ 
wheat fields, were enticed by a decoy duck with? 
in a spring net and caught 
by the hundred. 
They were kept alive and fattened on grain until 
the day before Thanksgiving, when they were 
killed and made into a pie for the Thanksgiving 
table. 


Alost of the old customs of the day have 
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passed out of existence. 
The turkey raffle with 
dice Is still a custom In some parts of the coun­ 
try. 
Usually the turkey is a tough bird, which 
was purchased cheap by the proprietor of the 
saloon (for the raffle usually takes place there). 
The raffle, of course, draws a crowd of men, who 
incidentally patronize the bar during the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Another sportive feature of Thanks­ 
giving no longer In vogue 
was 
the 
shooting 
match, where live turkeys tied to sticks were 
used. 
This cruel practice was abandoned be­ 
cause the New England clergy objected, not on 
account of its cruelty, but because it kept the 
men away from the church service. 
This reason 
seems to fit in with the idea of the men back in 
the seventeenth century who, while they wfere 
eating a Thanksgiving dinner of venison, discov­ 
ered that the deer had been killed on Sunday. 
They at once sent for the Indian and had him 
publicly whipped, and also compelled him to 
return the money which he had been paid for 
the deer. 
This being done, they at once re­ 
sumed their dinner and finished up the venison. 


Now York city is responsible for the strangest 
of all Thanksgiving customs, and one which has 
only recently died out. 
Young men and boys 
used to dress themselves in fantastic garb and 
parade the streets—hundreds of the boys wear­ 
ing their sisters* old clothes, their faces smeared 
with paint and their heads covered with wigs. 
As late as 1885 they held parades and made the 
street hideous with their thumping drums and 
blaring trumpets, 
In 1870 this queer perform­ 
ance took on the dignity of a political parade and 
prizes were distributed to the companies wearing 
the most unique clothing. 
Senator William M, 
Tweed, the famous political bOBs of that period, 
was the donor of a prize of |500 in gold. 
This 
custom 
was undoubtedly a 
survival 
of 
Guy 
Fawkes days, carried out on a later day in the 
year; for Bome unknown reason it was practiced 
only In New York city. 


Thanksgiving has always been a day of char­ 
ity, and in the old days it was considered bad 
luck to turn even a tramp from the door, and 
today our friendly inns, almshouses and charit* 
able institutions have their turkey dinners, usual­ 
ly gifts from charitable people. 
Our prisons, too, 
serve their inmates M’ith a hearty meal and have 
some sort of service of praise. 
The customs of 
the great national holiday may have changed, 
somewhat, yet the spirit of the first Thanksgiv­ 
ing, which Was held at Plymouth, in 1621, still 
hovers about the national day of prayer and 
praise of the twentieth century—a spirit 
of 
thankfulness to God for his mercy and kindness 
to the people of our great American republic,

CUSTOM HAS ALWAYS BEEN 


Popular Error Holds That President 
Lincoln Issued 
First 
Thanks- 
* giving Proclamation. 


There is some discussion as to the 
origin of the present national custom 
of observing Thanksgiving day. 
It 
was held by a large number of people, 
until recently, that the custom was 
first established by President Lincoln 
during the Civil war. Examination of 
the records showed that this was a 
mistake. A number of the presidents 
who 
preceded 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
issued 
Thanksgiving proclamations, the prac­ 
tice dating back to Washington. Th'iy 
had been desultory, however, and there 
had been no regular repetition of the 
proclamation until after it had been is­ 
sued by Mr. Lincoln. 


The custom of observing a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer is as old as 
the civilization of the country. It was 
Inaugurated in 
New 
England 
very 
shortly after the arrival of the 
first 
English immigrants, and it gradually 
became the day of all others in the 
year, for surpassing Christmas in the 
enthusiasm and universality of its ob­ 
servance. In the southern states, prior 
to the Civil war, it was quite general, 
though there was no common day of 
celebration. 
The governors 
of 
the 
states issued their proclamations with­ 
out reference to the dates set by the 
governors of other states, and it not 
infrequently happened that the cele­ 
bration would occur in Maryland on a 
day different from that which was ob­ 
served in the neighboring states. There 
were commonwealths, prior 
to 
the 
Civil war, where no proclamation was 
issued, and there was no observance 
whatever. 


The proclamation of Mr. Lincoln 
seemed to electrify the country and to 
cement the states in their observance 
of Thanksgiving, though there were 
commonwealths which for some years 
afterward selected a different 
date. 
This gradually ceased, until now the 
celebration has become a thoroughly 
national and universal event/ For a 
while it eclipsed the Fourth of July, 
and in New England today it far sur­ 
passes Christmas In interest. 
With 
the disappearance 
of 
sectionalism, 
however, the Fourth of July has as­ 
sumed its normal place in American 
holidays, and is not 
likely 
again, 
through any combination of circum­ 
stances, to lose it. 


Some Appropriate Thoughts. 


The general idea is that wrhen w» 
have an abundance of material good 
we should be thankful. Of course, the 
converse ie equally true. And as this 
is a matter of interpretation for each 
individual, and as he sees many of 
his fellows who have prospered better 
than he, it disinclines him 
to 
give 
thanks. 
Another theory is 
that al­ 
though we have meager possessions 
others have less, therefore we should 
be thankful. 
Tl* s is a mighty mean 
way to do. 
It’s one way of crowing 
over your unfortunate neighbor, and is 
the quintessence of littleness. Anoth­ 
er way is to thank God that your neigh­ 
bors are no better off than yourself* 
This was the case of the old lady when, 
the frost caught her garden truck. 
Still apother is to take advantage of 
your neighbor and then return thanks 
that you are self-made and successful. 
And yet another way is to do your 
neighbor ere he does you and then 
give thanks, as David Harum would 
say. And there are those who profess 
thankfulness because matters might 
be worse. 
And that brings up the 
query whether matters ever are so bad 
but that they might not be wrorse. If 
not, then one might find an endless 
chain of thanksgiving if one could 
really be thankful to a being who 
would so dispose or order events as to 
produce so much misery. 
All these 
notions or conceit« are more or lesa 
crooked.

That we have much to be thankful 
for no one doubts or denies. It is not 
necessary to. rehearse details. 
We 
know that wre are a happy and favored 
people. We are rich, prosperous and 
free. Our problems, great as they are, 
are as nothing compared with those 
that are distressing the nations of the 
old world. 
But the things which we 
regard as bleesings, and for which we 
are supposed to give thanks* are bless­ 
ings only as we use them right, and 
only/ in so far as we humbly acknowl­ 
edge that they are the gifts of God. 
The danger is, not that we shall at­ 
tribute too much to the divine power, 
but that we shall take too much credit 
to ourselves. 
This has always been 
true. Far back In Old Testament times 
the people w'ere warned against think­ 
ing that they themselves had got the 
wealth which they enjoyed, and were 
told that it was God who had givea 
them the power to get wealth. 
The 
old religious idea, therefore, rather 
than the new one, makes—if it is cor­ 
rectly understood—for national 
and 
individual humility.

Investigations by the government 
extending over aP period of more than 
iwo years relative to the dates of sow­ 
ing and harvesting the principal crops 
of all countries, are of unusual value 
and interest. 


The illustration given shows those 
sections of the United States wherein, 


Lines of Average Dates of the Begin­ 
ning of Fieid-Corn Planting. 


according to this 
investigation, corn 
planting begins simultaneously. 


Corn planting is first observed on 
tho chart about February 15 of nor­ 
mal years, the first planting taking 
place in southern Florida and Texas. 
Fifteen 
days 
later 
corn 
planting 
Is 
observed 
in 
northern Florida, 
southern Louisiana and central Texas, 
and by May 15 the movement 
had 
progressed as far noj*th as southern 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
central New York, northern Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota and North Dakota. 


The curves in the lines of the chart 
are a significant feature. 
They indi­ 
cate the result of influences exerted 
upon planting by 
topography, soil 
conditions, 
rainfall 
and 
latitude. 
Sometimes one set of influences pre­ 
vails, sometimes another. 
Again, sev­ 
eral combined influences may be coun­ 
terbalanced, as it were, by one 
con­ 
trolling influence. 
For instance, tho 
lines in western Kansas and 
Nebras­ 
ka bend slightly northward, instead 
of abruptly southward, as would be 
expected in view of their greater al­ 
titude. 
The counterbalancing 
influ­ 
ence in this case is belibved to be the 
character of the soil which, in the 
western portion of 
these states, is 
sandy and therefore readily dries out 
and quickly warms up in spring.

The air temperature at which corn 
planting begins in actual practice has

heit.

V|ag Arranged to Notify Occupants of 
House When Rur^l Carrier 
Has Deposited Mail, 
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A flag attached to the mail box will 
let tbe occupants of the house know 
when the carirer has left mail. 


Two pulleys and a continuous rope, 
on which is fastened the flag, are 
easily ararnged.

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TRAP IS EASY TO UUNfTRUCl 


Excellent for Extermination of Rats, 
Also to Catch Rabb!t3 and Other 


Animals.

(By J. W. GRTFFTN.) 


Set the trap over a barrel that ifi 
partly filled with water, fasten 
the 
falling doors so that they will not 
fall and let tho rats run through and 
around the trap for several nights— 
then pull out the nail that holds the 
doors, and you will catch every rat 
that has visited the trap. 


Two boards ten inches wide 
and 
two feet long are used for tho sides; 
one board two feet long and 
one 
foot wide for the top; two boards ten 
inches wide and one foot 
and 
six 
inches in length for tho bottom or 
falling doors. 


The falling doors should have 
tin 
fastened on tho top side from where 
the pivots enter tho sides to the end 
next to the bait; this 
will prevent 
the sharp claws clinging to the board 
and climbing back, when tho doors 
fall. 


Tho description by letter is as fol- 
logs: 
A, bait; 
BB, on tho dotted 
lines, shows the position of the fall­ 
ing doors when the game enters the 
lower part of th o trap; 
CC, tho en­ 
trance to the trap; DD, the nails that 
servo as pivots for the falling doors. 


EE, nail-holes in which 
are 
the 
nails that hold the trap unset while 
the game are getting used to i t The 
bottom part of the trap—that which 
retains the game after 
trapping— 
should 
bo 
made of 
hardwood 
or 
should bo lined with roofing iron 
or 
tin. 


The bait should be suspended with 
a small wire and should hang within 
two or three inches of tho floor, or 
falling doors. 


If the trap is 
neatly made and fit­ 
ted 
out—so 
that 
all 
parts 
work

PREPARATION OF CELERY BED 


Plant Does Best in Moist, Mucky Soil 
and in Situations Where W ater 
Supply Is Abundant. 


Sow celery in March, or beginning 
of April in rows in fine, rich soil, and, 
if dry enough, press the soil firmly 
with a roller or the back of the spade. 
Keep the seed bed well watered, as 
celery germinates very slowly. Trans­ 
plant from June to August. 


Celery does best in a moist, mucky 
soil, and in situations where plenty 
of water is abundant in the soil.

All three of the dress ar­ 
tists indicated are rulers in the world 
of dress. All three have the power to 
force certain fashions upon their cli­ 
ents. 


“What, then, is going 
to 
happen ? 
This question is very often asked— 
and asked in vain—by persons who do

dressmakers. 


Those who do not understand these

The power of 
the rue de la Paix and Place Vendome 
dressmakers is very great, but it 1b 
not autocratic. 


Clients Sometimes Rebel. 


They may invent eccentric fashions, 
but they cannot always 
force 
their 
best clients to wfear them. 
And 
this 
they know' very well. 


At the beginning of 
each 
season 
they seem to be extremely daring. As 
ft matter of fact, they are frequently 
merely tentative. They are trying the 
new styles “on the dog.” 


They do this in the early autumn at 
Trouvillle and Biarritz, 
They repeat 
the process, with many additions in 
th t early spring, at Nice and Monte 
Carlo. 


Their favorite mannequins appear in 
public places wearing gorgeous, often 
unduly eccentric, gowns and mantles. 


All the world stares; some of the 
foreign buyers hasten to make 
pur­ 
chases. * But the wise 
ones of 
the 
eaitli sit still and wait. 


In a recent article published in the 
New York Herald—the Paris edition— 
a famous American buyer 
gave 
his 
opinions upon the dress market in 
Paris. He at least understood his bus­ 
iness, and he understood the strange 
little ways of 
the 
Parisian 
coute- 
rieres. 


Some one asked him what American 
women of refined taste were going to 
do about 
the 
“slit-up” 
skirts. 
He 
laughed and said, “Just what French 
women of refined taste are doing—re­ 
fuse to wear them.” 


Not Real Parisian Fashions, 


And he went on to point out that the 
eccentric styles displayed at the big 
race meetings had little or nothing to 
do with the real Parisian fashions. 


They were, for the most part, cari­ 
catures of accepted modes. 
And he 
was right, many 
times over. 
It 
is 
only by launching eccentricities 
that 
the great dressmakers, who cater for 
the foreign buyers, can learn what will 
be ultimately accepted by 
the 
true 
elegantes. 


For example the “slit up“ skirt has 
been talked about all 
over 
Europe, 
and of course in America too. 
It has 
been discussed and disclaimed and 
ridiculed by many, 
It has been ex­ 
ploited by a few women who 
wished 
to attract attention. And just now the 
slit-up skirt has settled 
down 
Into 
its proper place. 


It is being worn in conjunction with 
accordion pleated under dresses, and 
the effect is delightful, 
The slit-up, 
at sides or front, gives freedom to the 
limbs and the effect of the accordion 
pleated flounces foaming out under­ 
neath is as artistic as it is becoming. 


Really Attractive. 


Without 
doubt the 
latest 
outline | 
shows a drawn-in effect at the knees. 
This “ligne” we find in very many of 
the new models, and wfhen it is clever­ 
ly arranged it is most attractive. 
Am­ 
ple material is allowed at the hem of 
the new skirts, whether they 
be for 
day or evening wear, but the materials 
used are sq supple that this extra ma­ 
terial clings in about the lower limbs 
and gives a “hobble“ effect. 


The “hobble" of today, if it exists at 
all, is to be found at the knee line. 
But even here plenty of room is given 
to the lower limbs.

mention of this king since Mena, who 
was the flrst king of Egypt; so he 
must have belonged to a date previous 
to that, and was probably short-lived.”

Ship Struck In a Hayfleld. 


The remains of &n excursion steam­ 
er may be seen in a hayfleld three 
hundred feet above the lake of Loen, 
in Norway. This oddly placed wreck

Isaiah Hilton, husband of Mrs. Hil- 
ton, and Ellsworth Longland, a white 
man. a contractor, both of whom shot 
Davis after 
they responded to Mrs. 
Hilton's cries for help, as the negro 
tried to overpower her in her home, 
were arrested, but later released. 


Longland declares he saw Davis en- 
ter Mvk. Hilton's home after breaking 
in the (I'jor. 
Before Longland could 
reach the house 
Mrs. Hilton's ten- 
year-old son, in an effort to protect his 
mo her, 
planted 
himself in the ne- 
gro's way. He was knocked down with 
the butt of Davis' pistol. 


The contractor reached the woman 
Just as the negro began choking her. 
Longland drew his revolver and fired 
at Davis, who fell to the fioor, proI> 
ably mortally wounded. 


Hilton, who had been escorting two 
women to a car, rushed into the house, 
attracted by his wiio's screams. As he 
saw DavJs collapse, he whipped out his 
revolver and sent a bullet into the 
body oi the already dying man.

TAX COLLECTOR 
SLAIN AND BURIED 


Murderers Confess and Lead 
Way to His Body. 


VICTIM MISSING TWO WEEKS 


Was Found Buried In Lonely Wood« 


After Slayers Accompanied Author- 
ities to the Spot. 


S. Lewis Plnkerton, the missing Del- 
aware county tax collector, and farm 
superintendent, was found murdered 
and burled in a strip of lonely wood- 
land 
half 
way 
between Wawa 
and 
Darlington 
near 
Media» 
Pa. 
His 
head had been beaten until his fea- 
tures were almost unrecognizable and 
his 
arms 
ana 
body were cut and 
bruised. 


The body which had been burled 
by the murderers, lay in a shallow 
grave, where it had rested since the 
night of Novmber 7. when Plnkerton 
had been slain. 
On top of It was a 
bloody blackjack which had been uspd 
to beat Plnkerton to death in. a stable 
on 
the 
"Brick House Farms" of 
G 
Searing Wilson, at Glen Mills, twelve 
miles away. 
Plnkerton was superin- 
tendent of four farms belonging to 
Wilson. 


District Attorney Kannum, of I>pla- 
ware county, and O'Toole, a detective 
were led to the place where the body 
had been hid by the confessed mur- 
derers. 
They are Roland S. Penning- 
ton, a twenty-year-old farm hand on 
the Wilson place and George H. Maxoh 
thirty-two yeai's old, employed by Wil- 
son as a dairyman. 
Both are now 
confined in the Media Jail. 


The arrest of Pennington and March 
occurred after the former had con- 
fessed and Implicated March, 
At first 
the latter denied the crime, but when 
he was confronted by the mutilated 
body at the grave, broke down and 
admitted the murder. 


After 
the 
District 
Attorney 
and 
O'Toole had wormed the narrative of 
the 
murder 
out of Pennington, he 
agreed to lead the men to tho body. 
Both Pennington and March had been 
"sweated" In the stable where 
the 
murder 
had 
taken 
place, and from 
there tho four. In a motor car, started 
on their ghastly search. 


Pennington did the directing, and 
the party started to follow the route 
traversed by Pennington and March 
with the body on the night of the 
murder. 


Pennington's 
eyes 
were 
almost 
bursting from his head and he scanned 
the roadway ahead, revealed in the 
glare of the motor's 
search 
light«. 
About a mile and a half from Wawm 
he turned to O'Toole. 


"AVeVe getting near It now," he 
muttered. 
"Stop here." 


The motor halted, and the four men 
got out 
Pennington 
led the 
way 
with a lantern held high over 
his 
head. 
District 
Attorney 
Hannum. 
O'Toole and March followed, the first 
two carrying 
lanterns 
and 
spades. 
They crossed the old Darlington es- 
tato. covering about half a mile of 
field, meadow and woodland, scramb- 
ling 
over 
fences 
and 
stumbling 
through the darkness, coming to a 
wood-covered hill on the farm of Mrs. 
Mary Crosby. 


Entering one strip of lonely wood». 
Pennington stopped, swung his lantern 
around and 
finally kicked 
at 
some 
loese earth. 


"Dig here," he said to O'Toole. 
The 
district 
attorney 
stood guard 
over the two prisoners, but there was 
no need. Pennington and March stood 
limp and trembling. Incapable of mov- 
ing, while the detective dug Into tho 
moist earth. 
Ha had penetrated about 
two feet when ho began to go mora 
carefully. 
He was digstng around a 
long, still object. 
Then he called to 
Hannum. 
Together 
they lifted 
the 
thing out of the hole. 
Pinkerton*!« 
body lay before them. 


District Attorney Hannum still be- 
lieves that Maroh has not told all tho 
trutli. 
The man still maintains that 
robbery was not the motive for the 
crime. 
Pennington declares It was a 
motive and that the money found on * 
Plnkerton, with his signet ring, were 
taken 
by them and 
division 
made. 
Plnkerton had between $300 and 1600 
with him when he disappeared.

Friday evening the light w^as 
at about the same place as the previous 
evening, and the boy drove to the same 
side, and the consequence-was, the horse 
attached to the covered wagon, plunged 
into the part of the ditch that dad been 
opened on Frivlay, and sank in a twisted 
position to about half the depth of the op- 
ening, and was so tightly wedged there 
that he could not make a movement. 
Men fell to work with a will to increase 
the width of the ditch, and labored for 
over an hour, but their efforts were in 
vain, as the animal died there, 
Mr, Long 
will ask for the value of his animal, and 
is a question among, who will pay the 
damage. 
According to the say, there was 
but one lantern burning, which in itself, 
was not a proper warning of the danger. 
If we understand it rightly, where such 
danger exists, there should be red lights 
and plenty of them, besides protection 
rails or ropes, especially so on the main 
thoroughfares of the borough, and it will 
most likely be that the party who was 
having the opening made will be obliged 
to stand for all the damage occurring from 
such negligence.

For some time he continu- 
ed alternately to improve and then get 
worae and last week he became critically 
ill. 
On Friday afternoon Dr. G. B. Kun- 
kle, of Harrisburg, examined the patient 
and found that the injury ho received at 
Dickinson was a broken bone in the chest 
which was pressing on the lung, the rough 
edges causing constant irritation, 
-Sever- 
al large abscesses had formed and Dr, 
Kunkle operated imnfediately. 
The op- 
eration showed further the extreme seri- 
ousness of the young man's condition and 
he lingered but a few hours after it was 
performed, dying at 6 o'clock.

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HANK SGIVING DAY has a 
long 
and curious history and did not 
originate 
entirely 
with 
the 
Pil- 
grims at Plymouth, for Thanksgiv- 
ing days are mentioned In the Bi- 
ble—days 
Bet 
apart 
for 
giving 
thankfl to God 
for some 
special 
mercy» 
These days of fast and 
prayer were customary In England 
before the Reformation, and later 
the Protestants appointed certain days of praise 
and thanks for various blessings. 
The discov- 
ery of the Gunpowder Plot In 1605 In London 
brought the common sentiment of Thanksgiving. 
A scheme had been formed to blow up parlia- 
ment house on the 5th of November, the 
first 
day of the session. 
Great quantities of gunpow- 
der and inflammable material were found con- 
cealed In the vaults underneath the building. 
The 
plot was discovered and the traitors were exe- 
cuted. 
In consequence of this deliverance the 
day was ordered to be kept as "a public thanks- 
giving to Almighty God" every year that "un- 
feigned thankfulness may never be forgotten, and 
that all ages to come may yield praises to God's 
divine hiajesty for the same." All ministers were 
ordered to say prepers thereon, for which special 
forms were provided. 
This annual thanksgiving, 
together with one established later on May 29, 
was abolished In 1833 In England, for both had 
fallen Into disuse. For several years afterwards, 
however, these days were recognized In New 
England by the Episcopal church on account,of 
Its place In their church calendars. 
England 
continued to have special days appointed for giv- 
ing thanks, and as recently as 1872 there was a 
day selected for the public to offer prayers of 
thanksgiving for the recovery of the late King 
Edward, then prince of 
Wales, 
from 
typhoid 
fever. 


The first thanksgiving on the American conti- 
nent was held by an English minister named 
"VVoIfaJl, and was celebrated off the coast of New- 
foundland. 
This 
pious 
man 
accompanied 
the 
Froblsber expedition which brought the first Eng- 
lish colony to North America. 
The log of the 
ihlp gives the record of the day's observances 
and tells how on Monday, May 28, 1578, aboard 
the Ayde, the men received communion, and how 
Minister Wolfall In a Sermon gave humble and 
hearty thanks to God for his miraculous deliver- 
ance In these dangerous places. 
This v/as the 
first Christian sermon preached In North Ameri- 
can waters. 
Again In 1607 there was a similar 
service held at Sagadahoc—a little village on 
the coast of Maine. 
There is little record of 
this thanksgiving except that It consumed only 
a few hours of the day, after which the people 
returned to their labors. 


The great American Thanksgiving day had Its 
origin In the Massachusetts colony in 1621, and 
Gov. William Bradford, the first governor of that 
^ little band of sturdy pilgrims, sent out the first 
Thanksgiving proclamation, setting apart a day 
for prayer and rejoicing over the plenteous har- 
vest of that year. The Englishmen recalled their 
Guy Fawkes thanksgiving, and the Dutch remem- 
bered hearing their ancestors speak of the great 
day of praise and prayer held at Leyden, Hol- 
land, In 1578, when that city was delivered from 
a siege. 
So, the entire colony began their pious 
preparation for what proved to be the gayest 
Thanksgiving the colony ever knew, for after 
the 
first 
one, which lasttd several days, the 
Puritan Thanksgiving mean* long sermons, long 
prayers and long faces. 
Governor Bradford de- 
termined that the initial Thanksgiving should b© 
celebrated 
with 
no little 
ceremony 
and 
that 
feasting should play a part in the occasion. 
His- 
tory tells us that he sent out four men, who 
were to search for game for (be feast 
Many 
fowls were shot—In fuct, enough to meet ihe 
wants of the colony for a week 
Wild turkeys 
predominated, so it seems that the turkey made 
its appearance early In the history of Thanks- 
giving. 
The day solected was December 13 (old 
Biyle). Ai the dawn of that day a small cannon ' 
was fired from the hJIl and a procession was 
formed near the 
beach, 
close 
to 
where 
the 
Plymouth Rock now rests. Elder Brewster, wear- 
ing his ministerial garb and carrying the Bible, 
I^d the procession as It moved solemnly along 
the street. 
The men walked three abreast, with 
Governor Bradford In the rear. 
There was a 
long service Jn the meeting house, and after jt 
was over there vaas a dinner—and such a din- 
ner had never been known in the colony, for, 
apart from tjie savory turkey and other wild 
fowl, the women had done their share In pro- 
ivldlng good things from the limited supply at 
their command. 
The most dramatic incident oc- 
curred when the dinner was In progress, for as 
Jf by magic 90 friendly red men, under King 
MassasoJt, appeared^ carrying haunches of venl- 
Bon as an addition to the feast. 
Thanksgiving 
day soon lengthened Into day.8. for the psalm- 
iKlnglng 
and 
feasting. 
Interspersed 
with 
war 
dances, were continued several days. 


After that Thanksgiving days took on a differ- 
ent aspect^ and occurred at any season; some- 
Hmea twice « year, or sometimes a year or two 
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were skipped, just as it 
pleased the governor 
ot 
the 
colony, 
until 
1G64, 
when the day became a 
formal one in Massachu-, 
setts. 
Other colonies fol- 
lowed the example, and 
pretty soon all New Eng- 
land 
joined 
In 
giving 
thanks on the same day. 


During the Revolution- 
ary 
war 
Thanksgiving 
days 
became a 
fashion, 
and the continental con- 
gress set apart 
at 
least 
eight 
days 
during 
one 
year 
for 
that 
purpose, 
oh 
December 
18, 1777, 
General 
Washington 
Is- 
sued a proclamation for a 
general 
Thanksgiving 
to 
be celebrated by the sol* 
dlers of the Continental army. 
In 1789 congresi 
decided to ask the president to Issue a proclama- 
tion asking the people to suspend work and give 
thanks on a certain day of the* year. 
There had 
been considerable opposition to the passage of 
the bill, some of the reasons given being more 
^ 
humorous than serious. 
President 
Washington 
acquiesced in the wishes of congress and issued 
a proclamation appointing November 26 of that 
year as the day for the American people to join 
in thanksgiving to God for the care and pro- 
tection he had given them in their plentiful 
harvest and freedom from epidemics. 


From 
time 
to 
time 
our 
presidents 
Issued 
proclamations, but it was generally left to the 
governors of the states to determine on what 
day it should occur. Under the administration of 
John Adams two national fast days were ob- 
served, but no real Thanksgiving. 
It was not 
until 1815, after three national fasts on account 
of the war. that another national Thanksgiving 
was appointed by the president, James Madison. 
This was due to j/eace with Great Britain. After 
this there was another lull in proclamations as 
far as presidents were concerned until 1849, when 
President Taylor set a day of fast on August the 
third on account of the cholera. 
Meanwhile the 
national Thanksgiving day seemed to be dying 
out, except In the New England states. 
Then 
came the Civil war, and the nation was again 
summoned to fasting, and two such days were 
kept in 3861—January 4 and September 26—but 
It WIS not until 1863 that *the horizon had BO 
brightened as to warrant the appointment of a 
national Thanksgiving, 
Immediately after the 
Battle of Gettysburg Mrs. Sarah J. Hale, a Boston 
woman, wrote,to President Lincoln suggesting a 
national thanksgiving, and following her advice» 
the president set apart Thursday, August 6, as 
a day of "praise an^i prayer." 
On November 26 
of the same year another Thanksgiving was kept, 
and this was really a great festival and observed 
In every northern stato. 
In 1864 the 24th of 
November was kept. 
After this, with one ex- 
ception, our great national day of thanks hai 
been celebrated on the last Thursday In No- 
vember, 


The presidential proclamations 
contain 
very 
little thst^ is new or original and usually take the 
form of an essay. 
In 1898, after the Spanish- 
American war. President McKlnley had a chance 
to vary the conventional form by "giving special 
thanks for the restoration of peace." 
This was 
Just 100 years after Washington's proclamation. 
President Roosevelt, who always 
did 
original 
things, declared "that a Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion could not be made a brilliant epigrammail- 
cal paper." 
The proclamation of the president 
stamps the feast with a sort of ofllcial character

—something possessed by no other holiday. This 
proclamation does not make It a legal holiday— 
It merely recommends that the people suspend 
business for the day, 
A special statute in each 
Slate is required to make the day a legal holi- 
day, and this has not been enacted in every 
state. 


The day was originally set apart for thanksgiv- 
ing, fasting, prayer and religious devotions, but 
the modern Thanksgiving has become a day of 
feasting and jollity, and Is made the occasion 
of all sorts of sports and festivities. 
The craze 
for outdoor life keeps many from the churches, 
although the places of worship continue to bo 
filled with "a goodly company," who gather to 
give thanks to him '*from whom cometh every 
good and every perfect gift.'' 


The turkey Is still king of the Thanksgiving 
feast and as an addition the good things of the 
field and vinejard have been added. 
The famous 
pigeon pie, which was a popular Thanksgiving 
dish In the early part of the nineteenth century, 
Is rarely seen In these days. 
The wild pigeons, 
which alighted In great numbers on the buck- 
wheat fields, were enticed by a decoy duck wlth^ 
In a spring net and caught 
by 
the 
hundred. 
They were kept alive and fattened on grain until 
the day before Thanksgiving, when they were 
killed and made Into a pie fur the Thanksgiving 
table. 


^ o s t 
of the old customs of the day have 


passed out of existence. 
The turkey raffle with 
dice Is still a custom In some parts of the coun- 
try. 
Usually the turkey Is a tough bird, which 
was purchased cheap by the proprietor of the 
saloon (for the raffle usually takes place there). 
The raffle, of course, draws a crowd of men, who 
Incidentally patronize the bar during the pro- 
ceedings. 
Another sportive feature of Thanks- 
giving no longer in vogue 
was 
the 
shooting 
match, where live turkeys tied to sticks were 
used. 
This cruel practice was abandoned be- 
cause the New England clergy objected, not on 
account of Its cruelty, but because It kept the 
men away from the church service. 
This reason 
seems to fit in with the idea of the men back In 
the seventeenth century who, Miiile they were 
eating a Thanksgiving dinner of venison, discov- 
ered that the deer had been killed on Sunday. 
They at once sent for the Indian and had him 
publicly whipped, and also compelled him 
to 
return the money which he had been paid for 
the deer. 
This being done, they at once re- 
sumed their dinner and finished up the venison. 


New York city is responsible for the strangest 
of all Thanksgiving customs, and one which has 
only recently died out. 
Young men and boys 
used to dress themselves in fantastic garb and 
parade the streets—hundreds of the boys wear- 
ing their sisters' old clothes, their faces smeared 
with paint and their heads covered with wigs. 
As late as 1885 they held parades and made the 
street hideous with their thumping drums and 
blaring trumpets. 
In 1870 this queer perform- 
ance took on the dignity of a political parade and 
prizes were distributed to the companies wearing 
the moBt unique clothing. 
Senator William M, 
Tweed, the famous political boss of that period, 
was the donor of a prize of |500 in gold. 
This 
custom 
was 
undoubtedly 
a 
survival 
of 
Guy 
Fawkes days, carried out on a later day in the 
year; for some unknown reason it was practiced 
only In New York city. 


Thanksgiving has always been a day of char- 
ity, and in the old days It was considered bad 
luck to turn even a tramp from the door, and 
today our friendly Inns, almshouses and charit- 
able institutions have their turkey dinners, usual- 
ly gifts from charitable people. 
Our prisons, too. 
serve their Inmates with a hearty meal and have 
some sort of service of praise. 
The customs of 
the great national holiday may have changed 
somewhat, yet the spirit of the first Thanksgiv- 
ing, which Was held at Plymouth, in 1621, still 
hovers about the national day of prayer and 
praise of 
the twentieth 
century—a 
spirit 
of 
thankfulness to God for his mercy and klndne»« 
to the people of our great American republic,

CUSTOM HAS ALWAYS BEEN 


popular Error Holds That 
President 
Lincoln Issued 
First 
Thanks- 
> giving 
Proclamation, 


There is some discussion as to the 
origin of the present national custom 
of observing Thanksgiving day. 
It 
was held by a large number of people, 
until recently, that the custom was 
first established by President Lincoln 
during the Civil war. Examination of 
the records showed that this was a 
mistake. A number of the presidents 
who 
preceded 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
Issued 
Thanlcsgiving proclamations, the prac- 
tice dating back to Washington, 
Th'iy 
had been desultory, however, and there 
had been no regular repetition of the 
proclamation until after it had been Is- 
sued by Mr. Lincoln. 


The custom of observing a day 
of 
thanksgiving and prayer is as old as 
the civilization of the country. It was 
Inaugurated in 
New 
England 
very 
shortly after the arrival of the 
first 
English immigrants, and it gradually 
became the day of all others in the 
year, for surpassing Christmas in the 
enthusiasm and universality of its ob- 
servance. In the southern states, prior 
to the Civil war, it was quite general, 
though there was no common day of 
celebration. 
The governors 
of 
the 
states issued their proclamations with- 
out j-eference to the dates set by the 
governors of other states, and it not 
infrequently happened that the cele- 
bration would occur in Maryland on a 
day different from that which wae ob- 
served in the neighboring states. There 
were commonwealths, prior 
to 
the 
Civil war, where no proclamation was 
issued, and there was no observance 
whatever. 


The proclamation of Mr. Lincoln 
seemed to electrify the country and to 
cement the states in their observance 
of Thanksgiving, though there were 
commonwealths which for some years 
afterward selected a 
different 
date. 
This gradually ceased, until now the 
celebration has become a thoroughly 
national and universal event/ For 
a 
while It eclipsed the Fourth of July, 
and in New England today it far sur- 
passes Christmas In interest 
With 
the disappearance 
of 
sectionalism, 
however, the Fourth of July has as- 
sumed its normal place Jn American 
holidays, and is not 
likely 
again, 
through any combination of clrcum- 
etances, to lose it. 


Some Appropriate Thoughts. 


The general idea is that when w» 
have an abundance of material good 
we should be thankful. Of course, the 
converse is equally true. And as this 
Is a matter of interpretation for each 
individual, and as he sees many of 
his fellows who have prospered better 
than he, it disinclines him 
to 
give 
thanks. 
Another theory is 
that 
al- 
though we have meager possessions 
others have less, therefore we should 
be thankful. 
Tl- s is a mighty mean 
way to do. 
It's one way of crowing 
over your unfortunate neighbor, and is 
the quintessence of littleness. 
Anoth- 
er way is to thank God that your neigh- 
bors are no better off than yourseif. 
This was the case of the old lady when, 
the frost caught her garden truck. 
Still apother is to take advantage of 
your neighbor and then return thanks 
that you are self-made and successful. 
And yet another way is to do your 
neighbor ere he does you and then 
give thanks, as David Harum would 
say. And there are those who profess 
thankfulness because matters 
might 
be worse. 
And that brings up the 
query whether matters ever are so bad 
but that they might not be worse. If 
not, then one might find an endless 
chain of thanksgiving if one could 
really be thankful to a being who 
would so dispose or order events as to 
produce so much misery. 
All these 
notions or conceits are more or lesa 
crooked.

but that we shall take too much credit 
to ourselves. 
This has always been 
true. Far back In Old Testament times 
the people were warned against think- 
ing that they themselves had got the 
wealth which they enjoyed, and were 
told that it was God who had givea 
them the power to get wealth. 
The 
old religious idea, therefore, rather 
than the new one, makes—if It is cor- 
rectly understood—for national 
and 
Individual humility.

Lines of Average Dates of the Begin- 
ning of Field-Corn Planting. 


Jiccording to this 
investigation, corn 
planting begins simultaneously. 


Corn planting is first observed on 
Iho chart about February 15 pf 
nor- 
mal years, the first planting 
taking 
place in southern Florida and 
Texas. 
Fifteen 
days 
later 
corn 
planting 
Is 
observed 
in 
northern Florida, 
southern Louisiana aud central Texas, 
and by May 15 the movement 
had 
progressed 
as far nofth as southern 
Maine, Now Hampshire and Vermont, 
central New York, northern 
Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota and North Dakota. 


The curvos in the lines of th.e chart 
are a significant feature. 
They indi- 
cate the result of influences exerted 
upon planting by 
topography, 
soil 
conditions, 
rainfall 
and 
latitude. 
Sometimes one set of influences 
pre- 
vails, sometimes another. 
Again, sev- 
eral combined influences may be coun- 
terbalanced, as it were, by one 
con- 
trolling influence. 
For instance, the 
lines in western Kansas and 
Nebras- 
ka bend slightly northward, instead 
of abruptly southward, as would be 
expected In view of their greater al- 
titude. 
The counterbalancing 
influ- 
ence In this case is belibved to be the 
charactcr oi? the soil which, in 
the 
western portion of 
these states, is 
sandy aud therefore readily 
dries out 
and quickly warms up in spring.

TRAP IS EASY TO UUNrTRUCl 


Excellent for Extermination of Rats, 
Also to Catch Rabbits and Other 


Animals.

Set tho trap over a barrel that ifi 
partly flllod with water, fasten 
the 
falling doors so that they will not 
fall and let tho rats run through and 
around the trap for several 
n i g h t s - 
then pull out the nail that holds 
the 
doors, and you will catch every rat 
that has visited the trap. 


Two boards ten inches wide 
and 
two feet long are used for tho sides; 
one board two feet long and 
one 
foot wide for tho top; two boards ten 
inches wide and one foot 
and 
six 
inches in length for tho bottom or 
falling doors. 


Tho falling doors should have 
tin 
fastened on tho top side from where 
the pivots enter tho sides to the 
end 
next to the bait; this 
will prevent 
tho sharp claws clinging to tho board 
and climbing back, when tho doors 
fall. 


Tho description by letter Is as fol- 
logs; 
A, bait; 
BB, on tho 
dotted 
lines, shows tho position of 
the fall- 
ing doors when the game enters the 
lower part of tho trap? 
CC, tho en-

PREPARATION OF CELERY BED 


Plant Does Best In Moist, Mucky Soil 
and in Situations Where Water 
Supply Is Abundant. 


Sow celery In March» or beginning 
of April in rows in fine, rich soil, and, 
if dry enough, press the soil firmly 
with a roller or the back of the spade. 
Keep the seed bed well watered, as 
celery germinates very slowly. Trans- 
plant from June to August. 


Celery does best in a moist, mucky 
soil, and in situations where plenty 
of w^ater is abundant in tho soil. 
It 
can be planted in ^inglo 
or 
double 
rows, earthing up as It grows two or 
three times, and in doing this, care 
Ehould be taken not to let the earth 
get Into the heart of the plant. 


When severe cold weatner 
comes, 
take up and transplant solidly in a 
bed close together, and cover gradu* 
ally with leaves, hay or straw, as nec- 
essary to prevent freezing.

This question is very often asked— 
and asked in vain—by persons who do

Parisian 
dressmakers. 


Those who do not understand these 
mysteries are content to '*slt tight/' if 
I may be permitted to 
introduce 
a 
slang phrase, writes Idalla de Villiers 
in the Boston Globe. It has long been 
the practice of our famous dressma- 
kers to throw a new fashion upon the 
market, as it were, and to await re- 
sults. 


If I may again break Into slang, 1 
will say it is their habit to try new 
fashions *'on the dog."

All the world stares; some of the 
foreign buyers hasten to make 
pur- 
chases. ' But the wise 
ones of 
tho 
eaith sit still and wuit. 


In a recent article published in the 
New York Herald—the Paris edition— 
a famous American buyer 
gave 
his 
opinions upon the dress market in 
Paris. He at least understood his bus- 
inoss, and he understood the strange 
little ways of 
the 
Parisian 
coute- 
rleres. 


Some one asked him what American 
women of reiined taste were going to 
do about 
the 
"slit-up" 
skirts. 
Ue 
laughed and said. "Just what French 
women of reiined taste are doing—re- 
fuse to wear them." 


Not Real Parisian Fashions. 


And he went on to point out that the 
eccentric styles displayed at tho big 
race meetings had little or nothing to 
do with the real Parisian fashions. 


They were, for the most part, cari- 
catures of accepted modes. 
And he 
was right, many 
times over. 
It 
is 
only by launching eccentricities 
that 
the great dressmakers, who cater for 
the foreign buyers, can learn what will 
be ultimately accepted by 
the 
true 
elegantes. 


For example the "slit up" skirt has 
been talked about all 
over 
Europe, 
and of course in America too. 
It has

News of an Ancient King. 


Following his recent 
return

Egypt to England, Prof. Flinders Pe-

A 
king who had hitherto been unknown 
to history is now brought to the knowl- 
edge of the world. His name was Ha. 
No portrait of him was found, but a 
clue to his existence was given by 
the carving of a jar that was found ii> 
one of the graves. 


"It Is a scratchy drawing," says Pro- 
fessor Petrie. "and was evidently don« 
by a prehistoric man. 
There is no 
mention of this king since Mena, who- 
was the first king of Egypt; so he 
must have belonged to a date previous 
to that, and was probably short-lived." 
—Youth's Companion. 


Ship Struck In a Hayfield. 


The remains of fen excursion steam- 
er may be seen in a hayfield throe 
hundred feet above the lake of Loen. 
in Norway. 
This oddly placed wreck 
is the sole relic of a terrible land- 
slide which took place in 1906, when 
the whole side of a mountain sudden- 
ly slipped into the lake, raising a 
great wave more than 300 feet high, 
which drowned everybody living along 
the shores, more than 60 people per- 
ishing. 
The 
steamer, 
which 
was

carried on the crest of the wave over 
a perpendicular cliff and 
deposited, 
as already stated, more than 300 feet 
above tho normal level of the water, 
mpro than a quarter of a mile away 
from its anchorage. 
It is a torn and 
battered wreck, every bit of wood- 
work has been wrenched off, and the 
twisted steel work testifies to th» 
force of the wave 
which 
cast 
it

THE AMERICANS ARE INERT 


/ 


Treasury Is Empty and Huerta Is Hard^ 


Pressed to Keep Going—Big Battle 


Opens South of Juarez. 


Bvldenco of tlio fear of snrlons trou- 
ble felt by the foreign diplomats In 
Mexico Olty, Méx.. is afforded by the 
action taken by two ni'inisters to saXe- 
gHard -their nationals. 


The Austrian legation sent out a cir- 
cular urging all Austrian^to co-oper- 
ate with the German and^iher Euro- 
pean 
colonies In organizing f«r de- 
fense. 
In this cricular It Is stated 
that the troops in the city ai'e so few, 
and the likelihood of uprisings atcainst 
foreign residents so likely, that the le- 
gation deems it wise to adopt defense 
measures. 


Accompanying the circular was an- 
other, signed by the Germans, detail- 
ing the plan of organization. Men who 
served in the German army have been 
put in comjnand and will direct af- 
fairs. The Germans have a fair sup- 
ply of rifles and ammunition and two 
machine guns. 


The Americans have made no syste- 
matic attempt to protect themselves, 
the disposition of tlie majority appear- 
ing to be to trust to Provisional Pres- 
ident Huerta and his forces or to luck. 


Resigmed, apparently, to conditions 
malting it necessary to carry on a 
dilatory campaign 
against his ene- 
mies, H u e m and his official depend- 
ents appear serene, convinced that the 
United States will not 
take 
more 
drastic measures toward the Mexican 
government than 
those already 
ini- 
tiated. 


It had been rumored that congress 
would not continue to meet; that It 
would be automatically diasolved. and 
that Huerta was about to quit office. 
All these reports have been disproved 
by congress launching itself into what 
promises to be a prolonged session.

elections. 
It is understood 
that these will be annulled, and that 
Huerta meanwhile will remain at the 
head of affairs. 


According to his intimates, no one 
realizes more fully than Huerta the 
desperate straits of his government, 
but he has reiterated his Intention of 
pounding away at his enemies until 
he or they have won. At the National 
Palace the idea of intervention is being 
scoffed at, and the suggestion of a 
blockade Is received with skepticism. 
Huerta Is credited with having said 
that, while the ports might be easily 
taken, it would be impossible for in- 
Yaders to get so far as the capital. 


The financial situation is the most 
serious tliat Huerta is facing. The fact 
that the national treasury is practi- 
cally empty Is not hidden from even 
the most Ignorant peon in the city, 
and the measures recently adopted to 
obtain funds l¿ave been such as will 
remove any doubt remaining.
